1. The composition o£ tile General Council and Managing Committee of the College 
remained unchanged during the year. 

A list of the members of the two bodies aS they stood in April 1931 is given in 
Annexure A. 

No meeting of the General Council was held during the year. The Managing 
Committee met once in December 1930 and the proceedings are reported in Annexure N 
of this report. 

The new constitution of the College, resulting from the Scheme for the future of 
Chiefs’ Colleges sanctioned by the Secretary of State, officially came into force from 
April 1st, 1931, but as orders were not received from the Government of India till conai- 
-derably after that date, no steps were possible in the year under report to introduce the 
new system of Control.

It will be noted that, while in the Mayo College Fund a substantial surplus of 
income over expenditure is anticipated, in the Post-Diploma Fund receipts are at present 
estimated at considerably less than expenditure The deficit is due to the fact that the 
Kashmir Darbar have discontinued their annual grant of 7,000. • 

In view of the figures given, the College Funds with the exception of the Post- 
Diploma Course fund appear to be in a satisfactory condition. With regard to the Mayo 
College Fund the estimated income for 1931-32 seems likely to mitorialize. The increase 
in income compared with recent years is chiefly due to n welcome rise in the College 
roll, and the admissions since the year under report, together with others shortly 
expected, warrant the assumption that the income from fees estimated in 1931-32 will 
be realized. By the new scheme for Chiefs’ Colleges the Mnyo College will in fnture 
for 5 years receive a fixed annual grant of Rb. 49,500 from the Government of India 
instead of the former total grant of Ks 53,420 included in the estimates for 1930-31, 
but as, in addition, it will also receive a share of a farther grant of Rs. 20,250 to be 
divided .among the five Chiefs’ College annually, its financial position is not likely 
materially to be affected by this change in the immediate fntore. 

3. The thanks of the College are due for the following gifts during the year - 

To H. R. the Maharajah of Jodhpur for one of the Kotah Polo caps won outright 
by Jodhpur, to Lt-Ool. A C. Lyall for the silver trowel with svhich Sir Alfred Lyall, 
K.C.B., Agent to the Governor-Geperal 1874-1878, laid the foundation Stone of the Mayo 
College, and to Maharaj Kumar Uajendra Singh of Rajpipla for a handsome clock for ubb 
in the College Temple. 

Reference was made in the report of 1929-30 to the scholarship of £ 300 a year 
for further study abroad generously offered by His Highness the Maharaja of Jammu 
and Kashmir in the course of the Jubilee celebrations of the College. So far thiB is the 
only gift which has been made to commemorate this important landmark in the history of 
the College and others would be very welcome. 
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4. Various changes took place in the staff during the year and are shown in STAFF. 

Annexure 8. which gives the composition of the staff at the .beginning and at the end of 
the school year. It will be seen that no less than 4 new Indian Assistant Masters were 
appointed and, as these had little or no previous experience, the teaching and other work 
of the College was considerably handicapped. It was further handicapped by the absence 
at different times of -both English Assistant Masters. Col. Howson was away from August 
i to February and Mr. Ritchie from the beginning of the ChristmaB holidays till the end of 
the school year. From July 1930 Captain R. N. Burkett was appointed to officiate as 
temporary English Assistant Master and the number of English Assistants during the 
greater part of the year was therefore two. The fact that this is not enough for the needs 
of an institution like the Mayo College has been stressed before, and I take this opportu- 
nity of again urging the need immediately to increase the Engiigh staff. The fact that, if 
it is to fulfil the purposes for which it was founded, the Mayo College must have a strong 
English staff was formerly recognized by the entertainment of an English staff of 6. a 
Principal, Vice-Principal and 4 Assistant, and though the number of boys on the roll has 
decreased since those days, I consider that an English staff of 4., vis., a Principal, Vice- 
Principal and 2 Assistant is required. 

5. The number of boys on the College Roll at the end of last year was 98. During the COLLEGE RO LL. 
the year 11 boys left and 28 joined the College, leaving the total at the end of the year Total Number. 
115. 


Annexure C (a) gives the names of the boys who were admitted during the year 
with the date of joining, the names of parents, and the States from which they came. 

Of the 28 boys 22 came from Rajputana, and 6 from other States. 

As regards age and attainments the new admissions were satisfactory. 

The States of Bundi, Sirohi, Dungarpur, Jaisalmer, Jhalawar, Karauli and Shahpura 
were unrepresented at the end of the year.

The above figures are fairly satisfactory but the average age of classes VI and VIII 
was older than it should be. 

6. The health of the College was well maintained. 

The daily average number of boys sick was 2*23 and the daily average percentage 
of Sickness was 2*23. 

During the year there were 6 cases of mumps, 1 of fracture of forearm, 1 of 
pneumonia, 1 of orchitis and I of typhoid fever. 

7. The course of studios was praotically unchanged and is given in Annexure K. 

The Diploma Examination was conducted in April 1931, under the orders of the 
Government of India, by the Educational Commissioner with the Government of Indiu. 

The result of the Chiefs' Colleges Diploma Examination is given in Annexure L. 

The written examination lasted from 14th to 21st April 1931, while the oral and 
practical tests were taken by R. Littlehailes, Esquire, M. A., Educational Commissioner 
with the Government of India, during the inspection of the College on 7th and 8th 
April 1931. 

Thirteen candidates from the Mayo College appeared for the Diploma Examination. 
12 of whom were successful. 1 in the First Division 6 in the Second and 5 in the third. 
jOut of 63 candidates who appeared altogether from all the Chiefs’ Colleges the Mayo 
College candidates were placed os follow:— 1, 6, 10, 11, 20, 21, 23, 29, 30, 33, 36 
and 41. 

Bhanwar Gajendra Singh of Kunadl, Kotah, gained first place in the combined list 
of candidates from all the Chiefs’ Colleges and the Prince of Wales' Royal Indian Military 
College, Dehra Dun, with the only First Class awarded and distinctions in English, Hindi, . 
Arithmetic, and Science. ** A 

He accordingly won His Excellency the Viceroy’s Silver Medal for the beBt scholar 
in the Diploma class.

With regard to the other Mayo College candidates the results show a respectable 
standard, bat the percentage of boys unable to achieve more than a third class is 
somewhat high. 

An innovation during the year was the institution of an Inter-class competition on 
lines somewhat similar to thoBe of the Set system at the Rajkumar College, Raipur. 
Classes were marked fortnightly for work, neatness and conduct and the winning class 
•was awarded a Flag which it kept in their class room during the following fortnight. 
The innovation was designed to promote industry and healthy competition and, I 
understand, proved a success. 

The total number of boys in the three Post-Diploma classes was 15. 

Six candidates appeared for the Post-Diploma Examination and all passed. 

His Highness Raja Annand Chand of Bilaspur, Punjab, stood firat among all candi- 
dates, gaining 2,177 out of 2,840 marks. 

The examination of the 1st and 2nd year Post-Diploma classes afad classes II and 
III was conducted by means of written papers while that of the lower classes was 
mainly oral. 

In all classes out of 115 boys on the roll 104 were present at the examination.

Though at the time of his tragic death Mr Fanshawe was no longer connected with 
the Collego, ho had been at the Collego for 19 years, from 1908 to 1927 and his death was 
felt as a personal loss by all who know him. An appreciation of his services to tho 
College has already appeared in the College Magazine and I will only add here that I hope 
that his memory will be perpetuated by some fitting memorial. 

11. I have been asked by my predecessor, Mr. S. F. Madden, to record his apprecia- 
tion of the services of the staff in general during the year, and in particular of the 
valuable work done by Ool. Howson, Mr. Ritchie, and Captain Burkett of the English 
staff, and by Mr. Sathe of the Indian staff, not only in their regular duties but also in the 
special additional activitoB which they undertook. 

Of the services of Mr. Madden himself, who proceeded on long leave preparatory 
to retirement at the end of tho school year, I am not in a position personally to speak. 
His devotion to the College and the services he rendered it through a connection which 
covered practically tho whole of his career in India and lasted for 27 years, are amply 
witnessed by tlio esteem in which he was held and the affection with which he iB remem- 
bered. With his rotiroment, passes tho last of a small band of English gentlemen, who 
were identified with tho College from the days of its comparative youth and dovoted many 
of the best years of their lives to its service, and they havo given tho Mayo College ideals 
of character and conduct which, I truBt, will be followed in tho years to come.

2. Management. — The same an last year. 

3. Finance. — The financial position 1 b. ns a whole sound. Tlio Revised Budget of 
the Mayo College for 1930-3 L showed a small surplus as it opened with a balance of 
Rs. 1,45,232 and closed with a balance of Rs. 1,47,577. Similarly, the revised budgets of 
the Post-Diploma classes and of the Play, Medical, Gomes and Stationery Funds for the 
same year closed with Burplases, tho former with a surplus of Rs. 15.254. and the latter 
with a surplus of Rs. 1,640. Tho budget estimate for 1931-32 of tho College Fund stood 
at Rs. 3,15,327. opening with a balance of Rs. 1,47,577 and closing with a balance of 
Rs. 1,58,977, the main items of incomo being s —

The budget estimate of the Post- Diploma classes for 1931-32 is a deficit budget 
showing a loss on the year’s working of Rs. 6,490. This deficit iB ascribed to the 
withdrawal by His Highness tho Maharajah of Jammu and Kashmir of his annual grant 
of Rs. 7,000 towards the Post-Diploma classes Tho Play, Medical, Games and Stationery 
Funds show a email surplus of Rs. 240. The endowment and reserve funds of the 
College invested in securities at rates of interest varying from 3 to 6- per cent amount to 

tifs. 13,83,650. 

In the course of tho Jubilee celebration hold last year HiB Highness the Maharaja 
of Jammu and Kashmir offered to found' a scholarship of £ 300 a year for throe years 
for study abroad. The details are still to be worked oat and the capitalised value of tlie 
scholarship to be determined and invested in some security. 

4. College fees . — There are levied in three difference scales. Kmnars coming from 
Rajpurana pay a minimum fee of Rs. 10 por mensem ; those from Central I ndia pay from 
Rs. 300 to Rs. 600 per annum according to tho class in which they arc reading, while 
other boys from Rs. 450 to Rs. 3,000 per annum according to their status and that of tho 
State from which they come. 

5. Buildings. — Various improvements havo been elfocted during the year, tho 
most important of which are : — 

(t) In order to improve the roadB in tho College compound “Road Spraymax” 
is boing used to lay the dust winch had been for a long time a nuisance. 

(ft) Gauze iron dooTs have been fitted on all the doors in the College replacing 
the chicks. 

(tu) Electric lights have boon fitted in the main Halt and verandahs of the main 
building of the College. The cost of tho installation was met by Sir 
Victor Sasoon. 

(in) The Rifle Range has been reconstructed and is now in use. 


In addition, an extension to the laboratory which will be set apart for electrical 
work and for demonstrations with the cinema, has been sanctioned. 

These improvements, each small in itself, are such as to improve the amenities of 
College life to a degree much beyond their actual cost. 

6. Apparatus and Equipment . — A few additions have been made during the 
year by purchase or donation. A linguaphone has been purchased ; a collection of 
butterflies has been presented to the College by Sir Alexander Murray, a very neeful 
a dvtion to the study of nature ; while an orrery for use in geography has been presented 
by Maharaj Kumar Bhim Singh of Kotah, an old student of the College. 
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, 7. Boarding arrangements — -I was pleased to note that the boarding arrange- - 

tnents in force at tlio Jaipur House, where a dozen of the Kumars eat together at a 
Common mess, continues to - be successful. The initial difficulties have been overcome. 


8. Organisation . — 1 have no suggestion to make on- the great organisation of the 
College, which is, on the whole, subject to the comments that 1 have mo.de in previous 
> ears regarding the employment of personal Servants and Mo'tamids, satisfactory. On 
account of the Post-Diploma classes being attached to the College in which there ai*e 
as many as 15 Kumars reading, it contains a larger number of Kumars of advanced age 
than diies any other Chiefs’ College, so that the organisation has to be, in* so far as it 
affects these classes, according to the University rather than theschool jilan.

10. There has been a shortage during the year in both the European and Indian 
staff due to leave and sickness. This lias naturally affected to some extent the quality 
of the work which has been done during the year. Colonel Howson proceeded on leave 
in July 1930 and, on his return in January 1931, Mr. Bitchie went on leave ; in this leave 
arrangement Capt. Burkett was engaged from July 1930 ; while two of the Indian members 
of the regular staff have been on sick leave during the whole year. 


11. Pupils. The total number of Kumars reading in the College at the time of 

inspection was 115, of whom 15 were in the Post- Diploma classes. There were 28 
admissions and 11 withdrawals during the year. The following table gives the ages 



Ages.

' This table is interesting. It shows inter alia not only that some of the older Komars 
are very backward for their ago (and these generally need individual tuition), but that 
a few are very advanced for their age. The third class has a boy of 11 reading along sido 
a boy of 19, while the eigth class has two boyB of 9 reading alongside a boy of 18. In 
the PoBt-Diptoma class the age goes up to 25. 

12. English . — A Lingnaphone has been purchased for the College which is very 
popular and has been found very useful. The standard of English is quite fair, hut 
boys read much too quickly in the Diploma Class; thero is consequently Blurring of 
syllables with imperfect and indistinct enunciation; there is also not sufficient alertness 
and concentration on the words of the passages read. In general prononneiation was 
often inaccurate while mistakes do not appear to have been alwayB corrected for tho 
same mistake was made by more than one boy. 


18. Vernaculars . — The following two tables are interesting, tho former giving 
the vernaculars studied by tho Kumars in College, the latter tho language or dialoct 
spoken by them in tlieir homes. The majority speak and learn Hindi as their vcmacnlar. 
They all have either English or “ Hindustani ” ns a common language for the interchange 
of thought.

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16. Geography .— The work done is quite aconrate, full and detailed,, but the 
common every-day affairs 'which are reported 1 n tho~ newspapers, for example, the 
inauguration of an air service between Great Britain and Australia whioh was reported 
in the newspapers at the time of my inspection might well have been treated in the 
class’ work in Geography. » In my last- year's inspection report, I pointed out that 
instruction was not sufficiently specific and related to common every-day ovents such for 
example as are found recorded in the newspapers, a. beginning has been made in the 
Diploma class but I should like to see this form of instruction carried out farther down the 
College so thatKum^rsiu every class are able to relate their instruction to every-day affairs. 

17. Drawing . — Daring the year simple paper modelling has boon introduced 
in the lowest classes. 'It should be confined to these classes. It is not necessary to 
have it in the middle or higher classes. The covi r g e includes pastel drawing, black and 
wh^e sketching, water colouring and free-hand drawing. The work which I saw showed 
some improvement over that of last year.; 

18. General Knowledge.— •! wish the pupils had a more definite and accurate 
knowledge than they have of the. League of l^atio^g. I confess to some disappointment 
at being iuEortned by one Kumar that all the nifiogg of the world are members of the 
League oE Nations. I also found confusion oE mind in differentiating between federation 
and -democracy. Such confusion should not be i n the minds of boys of the Diploma, 
the highest class oE a Chiefs’ College, especially all this time when constitutional changes 
are in progress which will effect very considerably soma.af the youths under instruction 
in tjieie Colleges. Taking it all round the Diploma class this year does not reach a very 
high standard. 

19. Athletics . — At the time of my visit Oollsga Sports were held. The organisa- 
tion. was very good and the results very creditable. During the year and for the first 
time the students of the Daly College, Indore visited this College for Inter-College Bports 
and games. They lasted for three days and we* a entirely successful not only from the 
success of the games and sports, bat from the soatal Inter-course and acquaintanceship 
between Kumars of Central India and those of Rtrjputana. 

-20. A class Flag has been introduced in tbe College. It is held by the class which 
is highest in point of intelligence and general mBrft and is retained by it for a fortnight 
jfts institution iB assisting in developing tbe team spirit i n eac b class. 

21. General . — Although the work has suffered some what from tllB absence of 
masters on leave and from the lack of evenness that is apparent in every Chiefs’ College, 
yet there are signs of improvement in many wa yBj ea ch probably small in itself, but in 
the aggregate oE considerable importance and sufficient to enable me to say that there 
iB some improvement over last year. I regret that the Frinoipal is about to sever bin 
connection with the College.
